Meeting last T hursday in re ­ 
gular session, the City Council of 
Hondo voted to do som e addition­ 
al paving and retopping in Hondo.

may be worked betw een the con­ 
tractor and the individual to have 
the work done at 35 cents per 
squard yard. 
Work is to begin in about 30 to 
45 days by the C. H. Allison Con­ 
struction Company. The City will 
m aintain paved roads after 
the

“ These cards are used in m ak ­ 
ing the yearly survey of the n u m ­ 
ber of livestock on Texas fa rm s ,” 
Mr. 
H arry 
E. 
Fillem an, 
post­ 
m aster, explained. 
E very y e ar a t t h i s tim e the 
post office cooperates with the U. 
S. D epartm ent of A griculture in 
getting reports from farm ers and 
ran ch ers 
about 
th eir 
livestock 
holdings. 
In 
distributing 
these 
survey 
cards, ru ral c arriers pick boxes 
at random along their routes. 


“ This m eans that not every box 
will get a card, “ F or this reason, 
it’s im portant for everyone who 
gets a c ard to re tu rn it filled out 
so that USDA can get a true s a m ­ 
ple of the n ation’s Livestock hold - 
ings.” 
The facts and figures secured 
in this survey a re the basis for 
the S tate and N ational pig crop 
report 
and 
inventories 
of liv e ­ 
stock and poultry on farm s as of 
the first of the year. 
The m aterial is 
analyzed 
and 
reported by the Crop 
R eporting 
Board of the A gricultural M arket­ 
ing Service, an agency of the U. 
S. D epartm ent of A griculture.

“ Fluctuations in rainfall are re ­ 
sponsible for m uch of the v a ria ­ 
tion in crop and grass yields in 
West Texas, m aking rainfall one 
of the biggest sources of risk in 
operation of a farm 
or ran ch ,” 
said Dr. G erald 
W. 
Thom as of 
the Texas 
A gricultural 
E x p eri­ 
m ent Station. 
Dr. Thomas and Dr. R. J. H ild­ 
reth, also of the experim ent sta ­ 
tion, 
have 
m ade 
an 
extensive 
study of rainfall records at 32 
locations in the E dw ards Plateau 
and Trans-Pecos regions of T ex­ 
as in an effort to determ ine ra in ­ 
fall characteristics and what fa r­ 
m ers and ranchers can do to im ­ 
prove their future operations. 
The inform ation has been pub 
lished in an 
experim ent station 
bulletin, “ F arm ing and R anching 
Risk as Influenced by 
R ainfall” 
which is available by contacting 
the A gricultural Inform ation Of­ 
fice at College Station.

norm al 
rainfall 


seldom o c c u r s.” Dr. Thom as 
pointed out. “ Most of West Texas 
can expect m ore y ears of below 
average rainfall than above. The 
longest record in the study dates 
back 98 y ears, to 1859 at A ustin.” 
In the 56 y e a r record at Hondo 
the av erag e annual rainfall is 28.2

years below average. The highest 
annual rainfall w as 58.7 
inches, 
occurring in 1935 and lowest was

ran ch ers can plan ahead for sev­

•\lso they can plant drouth-re­ 
sistant v arieties of crops and for­ 
age, balance 
the

ditions

pany. The corporation was or­ 
ganized on August I, as a priv­ 
ate enterprise, for tho purpose 
of t r a n s p o r t i n g passen­ 
gers. and incidentally, to con­ 
vey letters, money, and other 
packages suitable for the capa 
city of the stage. The institu­ 
tion was licensed under the gen 
oral laws of the State of Texas 
and -those of Mexico, but no 
subsidies were granted, and the 
business was conducted at the 
risk and expense of the com­ 
pany, The facts to be given will 
show that, throughout its con­ 
tinuance, the line was liberally 
patronized and was highly ap­ 
pt cc iated by the public because 
of its groat convenience. 


The success of the enter­ 
prise was assured beforehand 
through special privleges grant- 
, by (he Mexican government 
which would not, or could not, 
be allowed under existing laws. 
The most important of these 
concessions was an exemption 
from tariff charges on every­ 
thing except money, on which 
a municipal duty of two per 
cent was collected in Monterey 
and an export duty of ten per 
cent was exacted by the cus­ 
toms officials at Piedras Nog 
ras. During the two vears that 
the line was operated the con­ 
tents of the coach was never 
investigated nor was ii over de­ 
layed on any occasion ny gov­ 
ernment officials on el*’mr side 


Our stage as a mail carrier 
was guaranteed the same privi­ 
leges and protection as those 
granted the general mail lines 
in Mexico; but otherwise it had 
no connection with the postal 
department, as the right to levy 
our own postage and collect ii 
in advance, for the company’s 
benefit, was conceded to us 
Our company 
used 
a 
metal 
stamp that was furnished 
by 
tho Mexican 
government, 
on 
which were the numerals “ 25” 
with t h e 
words 
“ Republica 
Mexicans” in a circle around 
them, which the postal depart­ 
ment used until stamps were 
introduced in 1870; but no ac­ 
count of our mail transactions 
was required. The only agree­ 
ment we had with the govern­ 
ment stipulated that all letters 
handled by us might be weigh­ 
ed. and after a payment of 
twenty-five cents an ounce was 
exacted, the stamp should be 
applied once for each ounce. No 
other government 
stamp 
was 
Placed on letters brought by us 
from Mexico, but it was neces­ 
sary for all letters sent to the 
I nited States to carry stamps 
of the government, at the rate 
of five cents for each ounce 
after crossing the border. Fre­ 
quently two dollars for postage 
was paid on one letter, and 
these carried eight im pressions 
of our stamp, in addition to the 
United Stales postage. Messrs 
Weber and Werich were one of 
several firms in Monterey who 
paid as much or more on letters 
sent through us to the United 
Mates. On many of our trips as 
much as fifty dollars was real­ 
ized on mail matter alone, that 
was collected at points along 
the route.
